Whereas: The epidemic of human type 
of ringworm having been under critical 
observation for some months with public 
and parochial schools having been survey- 
ed and resurveyed with the aid of Wood’s 
lights to the degree that all probable cases 
have been identified, and whereas, many 


being rid of the disease and others having - 


made substantial progress so that the in- 
fection is attenuated as revealed by a 
change from brilliant green fluorscence to 
a dull, dirty white or yellow stage, and 
whereas, the Department of Health is in 
receipt of a telegram from the Department 
of Dermatology, University of Michigan, 
urging that children with degraded fluor- 
scence. be sent to school since they are no 
longer infectious; therefore, be it 


Resolved, that the Board of Health 
recommend the return to school of all of 
those students who have progressed to the 
above state of inocuousness. 


Your committee, Dr. J. Earl McIntyre, 
Mr. R. K. Stitt, and Dr. Floyd. R. Town,- 
duly appointed by the President of the 
Board, Mr. Harvey Mullins, attended a 
meeting of representatives from the Board 
of Education, the Parent-Teacher Council, 
and the Board of Health, and having par- 
ticipated in the long continued discussion 
where the above principles were agreed to, 
do hereby recommend the passage of the 
above resolution.
